MOSCOW, Dec. 20.—(/F)—Soviet 
Russia and Great Britain were in 
full accord today on conduct of the 
war through momentous Moscow 
negotiations between Premier Stal- 
in and British Foreign Secretary 
Eden 
paralleling the Roosevelt- 
Churchill meetings In Washington. 


Their agreement was announced 
simultaneously In London and Mos- 
cow last night following confer- 
ences which have taken place dur- 
ing the last half of this month In 
the Kremlin with the United States 
kept closely Informed. 


Not only have the London and 


Moscow governments agreed upon 
plans for prosecuting the war, the 
statement said, but they also have 
already 
Initiated discussions 
on 
post-war peace and security. 


But the immediate task, It em- 


phasized, Is the defeat of Germany. 
On this subject the joint declara- 
tion said: 


"The conversations, which took 
place 
in a friendly 
atmosphere, 


showed an Identity of views of 
both parties on all questions re- 
lating to tho conduct of the war, 
and especially with regard to the 
necessity for the utter defeat of 
Hitlerite Germany and adoption of 
measures to render completely Im- 
possible and repetition of German 
aggression In the future."
